Speak- 
ing at the Confederate Memoria! day 
exercises at Arlington, Mr. Coolidge 
Jooked across the green slopes where 
the Confederate and Union dead sleep 
almost side by side and declared “a 
mightier force than ever followed 
Giant or Lee ha leveled both their 
hosts, raised up a united nation and 
made us all partakers of a new glory.” 

The chief executive previously had 
turned to the few remaining veterans 
in gray, seated just before him, and to 
their sons and daughters, and with a 
reminder that ‘*ime has softened, dis- 
cretion has changed,” the bitterness of 
conflict between porth and south, said;

Mrs. Martin With Him, 

Standing on the bridge with her 
arm over the shoulder of her husband 
was Mrs. Martin, while their little 
son, Robert, stood between them. Too 
impatient to wait until the f®hing 
craft reached the wharf, Mrs. Martin 
and Robert had gone out in a launch 
early in the morning to meet the boat. 
Martin and Harvey, the latter stand- 
ing by the rail of the ship, bowed 
and waved to the crowd ag the ship 
pulled against the dock.

Tokio, May 25.—The American 
army around-the-world fliers, after 
of entertainment in 
Tokie during which they received 
much praise for their achievement in 
evossing the Pacific, left tonight for 
Kasumigaura with the announce- 
ment that they would be glad “to get 
back to work” in preparation for the 
resumption of their flight. 

Japanese, British and American of- 
ficials joined tg paying tribute to the 
aviators after their arrival here from 
Kasumigaura, where they landed 
Thursday. Their planes were left at 
Kasumigaura. The aviators said they 
expected to spend four or five days 
overhauling their craft and to hop off 
for Kushimoto next Friday or Satur- 
day.

An elaborate Japanese banquet at 
the famous Maple club, at which Lieu-

“Your glory is shared by the whole 
of mankind,” the aviators were told 
this morning by Yoshinao Koazai, presi- 
dent of the Tokio Imperial university, 
in an addresg at the university. The 
minister of education attended this 
mecting, which was under the aus- 
pices of the university and the Aero- 
nautical Research Association of 
Japan. 

“More than 400 years ago,” said 
President Kozai, “slow sailing vessels 
carried Columbus across the Atlantic. 
Two centuries later, your pioneers 
cressed the Rockies. Near a century 
and a half then elapsed before the 
Atlantic and the Pacifie were linked 
by rail. 

“And now vou still are going west- 
ward. You are circling the globe by 
air. We admire and envy you,

There 2 
some chagrin for them in the fact that 
the bill essentially is the democratic 
plan, but the administration tuook tre 
lead in demanding tax reduction and 
the fact that the rates were set ‘by 
the opposing party is not causing re 
publicans much real worry. 

Opinion Unanimous. 

Opinien is overwhelming here, both 
in congress and among politicial ob 
servers, that the president will accept 
the bill because it does giv tax re- 
lief, the thing which Coolidge ha- 
repeatedly said the country wants 
nore than anything else. 

He would have preferred tre Melon 
plan which would cut maximum sur 
tuxes to 25 per cent. But the com 
promise maximum of 40 per cent ? 
better than the existing rate of 5J 
per cent. The significant feature is 
that the compromise bill cuts in half 
the taxes of every person earning less 
than $8,000 a year—and that includes 
all except a fractional mincrity of the 
nation. This means tax relief for the 
poor man and Coolidge is not cisposed 
to deny this beon for thecretical res- 
sons.

BEAUTY-PROOF VENIRE ACQUITTED HER OF MURDER

Mr. Annan appeared to be highly 
pleased with this expression of Beu- 
lah’s policy. Summoned to his home 
by a telephone call from his wife 
three hours after she had kiiled Kal- 
stedt and enjoyed a jazz concert on 
the phonograph, Annan at once an- 
nounced he would stick by her. And 
he did. A strong factor in* his de- 
cision, he confided to friends, was 
that he knew she was to become the 
mcther of hig child. 

“I knew that no jury ever would 
convict me, under the circumstances,” 
Beulah said. “What fooled everybody 
when I told them in jail that I was 
going to become a mother was this: 


We had kept it a secret that the rea- 
son 1 shot Kalstedt was becuuse he 
would not let me alone when | told 
him I was going to have a baby. Any 
woman is justified in shooting u man 
who did what Harry Kalstedt tried 
to do to me. The jury realized that.”

Andrew Jackson, who led the first 
organized democratic party to vic- 
tory is 4832, did not, in ang of his 
messages or public utterances, voice 
more strongly the basic democratic 
policy of states’ rights than did 
Comptroller of the Currency D. R. 
Crissinger, in a speech delivered be- 
fore several hundred southern busi- 
ness men in Charlotte, N. C., Friday 
night. 

Mr. Crissinger warned that the 
“American nation may actually share 
the fate of ancient Rome unless the 
tendency toward centralization of 
power in this country Is checked. 

“We want more decentralization,” 
declared Mr. Crissinger. ‘‘We want 
riore states’ rights. We do not 
want the financial power centered 
in New York nor vast governmental 
powers centered in Washington. lf 
the tendency continues, our demo- 
cratic form of government will dis- 
appear and destruction will over- 
whelm us. You citizens and other 
American citizens are today paying 
out millions of good dollars to pro- 
vide luxaries for thousands of use- 
less offices and men in Washing- 


ton.” 

This was a bold statement for a 
republican—a follower of the Ham- 
iltonian policy of federalization—to 
make, but it is undeniably true. Not 
only is it true, but it is one of the 
most threatening menaces in our 
national life today. 

The whole tendency of govern- 
ment during the past few years has 
been toward bureaucracy in Wash- 
ington. It 
since the war, and the reason has 
been that government control has 
gotten away, in a large measure, 
from the control of unselfish states- 
men who serve for public good, and 
has fallen under control, to a dan- 
gerous extent, of professional poli- 
ticians and demagogues for their 
own personal aggrandizement. It 1s 
a serious indictment, but it {is so 
patent that even a republican office 
holder feels called upon to de- 
nuunce it. 

“There are thousands of useless 
offices and men in Washington,” 
says the comptroller, and any stu- 
dent of affairs at the national capi- 
tal knows this is true. Not only 
does such a situation impose heav- 
ily upon the taxpayer, but in pro- 
viding these ‘‘jobs,”’ used by mem- 
bers of congress and other officials 
largely in paying political debts, the 
even more serious situation of 
breaking down states’ rights devel- 
ops, from the simple process of con- 
centrating in the federal govern- 
ment, In order to provide these 
sinecures, functions that properly 
belong to the respective states. 

It is a serious matter, and bloc 
movements, minority government, 
political alliances with radicals, and 
all such trafficking for selfish polit- 
ical ends is r&sponsible. 

The comptroller pointed out an- 
other condition that needs the 
thought of the American people. He 
declared that more than half of the 
world’s gold is now in the vaults 
of the treasury and sub-treasuries of 
the United States. He urged that 
some of this yellow metal be re- 
leased to financial centers in Eu- 
rope, and that a world gold stand- 
ard be established to the end that 
financial conditions be stabilized and 
financial values reestablished. 

The Constitution has repeatedly 
called attention to the wholly un- 
sound and business depressing pol- 
icy of hoarding the world’s supply 
of gold in the American federal 
vaults while Europe, brought to her 
knees by war, could be placed upon 
# Satisfactory economic basis, by 
which Europe's. trade with Ameri- 
ca could be rehabilitated, should 


this government establish a policy 
of economic cooperation, upon 4 
sound and stable basis, with Europe. 
Gold that is not working is useless 
and the nation that is a miser is as 
non-progressive as an _ individual 
that is a miser. Heavy tax burdens 
can be met only through productiv- 
ity, and productivity can be en- 
couraged only through a liberal 
policy of financial expansion instead 
of contraction. : 

Regardless of the party ticket he 
votes Comptroller Crissinger thinks 
and talks like an old-school demo- 
cratic statesman.

Poincare is still premier of France, 
although without any power.

The names most fre- 
quently mentioned for the most im- 
portant position on the European 
continent are those of Paul Painleve, 
Edouard Herriot and Aristide Bri- 
and. Although belonging to different 
schools of political administrative 
sclence the three men have this in 
common, that all three were strong 
opponents of M. Poincare and also 
that all three are idealists.

He is a strong sup- 
porter of recognition for soviet Rus- 
sia and has proven himself a man of 
unswerving patriotism during the 
war. “I opposed the entry into the 
Ruhr,” he said once, but after we 
were there I looked upon the matter 
as a Frenchman.”

Then there is Aristide Briand, who 
started in life as a socialist and be- 
came the first socialist premier in 
lustory in 1909. For accepting office 
le was read out of the party by his 
comrades, It was then that the rail- 
way workers of France called out a 
strike in protest. Although this strike 
Was undertaken in sympathy with 
Briand, he took strong measures to 
break it. In this he followed. the ex- 
ample of the famous statesman, Dr. 
Abraham Kuyper, in Holland. He 
mobilized the army and the reserve 
classes, which brought the railway 
workers under the colors. They held 
their 6ame positions, but had to per- 
form their duties as soldiers under 
pain of court-martial. The syndical- 
ists of France have never forgiven him 
for this act of “treachery,” and he 1s 
the object of the fiercest kind of de- 
nunciation in the ultra-radical press 
even at this time. He is well known 
in America, where he attended the 
Washington arms conference. In the

MORE HONEY. 

The talk about honey which I gave 
March 29 proved even more inte?esting 
to the bee-keepers than I had hoped, 
but it brought me very few samples of 
choice grade A honey. On the con- 
trary, swarms of i horrifed honey- 
keepers and their friends huve been 
ubout my ears ever since. I’ve learned 
a lot about honey—almost everything 
except how it tastes. Real, honest 
honey, that is. The general public 
has learned considerable about it, tov, 
thanks to the lengthy and in some 
ceses interesting communications to 
the editors. I am sanguine now that 
when the bee-keepers or honey-produc- 
ers’ guild or organization get» all the 
clippings from the press bureau, due 
credit will be given me for all this free 
advertising of an industry which, a 
bee-keepers’ magazine publisher as- 
sures men, engages 800,000 persons in 
the United States. His exact words 
were “800,000 honey producers in the 
United States,” which of course may 
include the bees, 


these bee-keepers 1 am satisfied that 


honest folk, and like the hees they pro- 
duce two diametrically opposite effects 
upon one—that of the honey and that 
of the sting. I have felt the sting 
ard can testify that it is the genuine 
article. Upon the purity of the honey 
I am constrained to refer to the au- 
thorities, since no samples have been 
presented for my obfuscation. Be 
that as it may—anyhow, I don’t like 
honey and wouldn't eat it if I did, 
for I dislike the flavor. I owe the 
honey-keepers of the country an 
apology and a word of explanation. 
In recommending the purchase of 
honey in the comb for assurance of 
purity and freedom from adulteration 
I was inspired by an authority on 
food adulteration, one Harvey W. Wi- 
ley. M. D.. whose book on Foods and 
Their Adulteration. published by P. 
Blakiston’s Sons Co., says more 
than I said in my talk on the subject. 

But this book of Dr. Wiley’s is now 
an antique. It was published (third 
edition) in 1917, which is a long time 
ago. Someone has pleaded that we 
should make a bonfire of our books 
about every five years, at least of 
books dealing with the sciences and 
arts. 1 apologize to the bee-keepers 
for accenting as my authority a work 
published over five years ago, for I 
ean readily understand that the honey- 
producing industry may well have re- 
formed since the war. Most of the 
communications I have received from 
bee-keepers and bee-keepers’ business 
relatives intimate that honey is nor 
adulterated in these past few years, 
that the various forms of honey sold 
out of the comb are not adulterated 
with glucose any more, and that even 
if the socalled pure food law did not 
nreclude it the use of cane sugar syrup 
for feeding the bees or for actually 
adulterating the honey {fs now out of 
the question because cane sugar is too 
expensive to be profitable as an adul- 
terant. 

The socalled pure food law is a sorry 
joke. Enough on that subject. 
But I say I anologize to the honey- 
producers for voicing even a suspicion 
bused upon such ancient grounds. J 
refer them to Dr. Wilev’s hook for in- 
spiration for more publicity of this 


same kind.

By R. D. Stinson 


Richard D. Siinson Sunday made 
an address before the faculty and 
students of the Atlanta Normal and 
Industrial institute, outlining work 
of the school for the year which will 
close Friday. 3 

Among other things he said: “Our 
year's work has been fairly satisfac- 
tery. More attention will be given 
by the sensible members of our race 
to manual education. I advise you to 
learn to do something with your hands 
and to do it better than someone else. 
The members of our race who know 
how to do a work that pays and who 
keep busily employed six days in the 
week and seven if necessary, scarcely 
ever get into trouble. All working 
people go to bed at night around 8:30 
or 9 o'clock, and they are ready to 
rise at 4:30 and 5 o'clock in the 
morning. Industrious or honest peo- 
ple won't stand around and be idle. 
for if they ean’t get the work and 
price they ask, they will do what they 
find to do until something better de- 
velops, 

“Thousands of people are not work- 
ing because their work does not pay 
the persons who have work to io. 
There are too many among us who 
fre either too proud. or feel that 
the community or someone owes them 
a living. The school house must lay 
stress on fitting the youth to do that 
thing which thev can best do. The 
caool house must prove the necessity 
of our going tothe farm—the best 
place in the world to rear a healthy, 
honest family for our race. 

“T can't say too much in commen- 
dation of prominent white citizens 
who have encouraged us at this 
school this term. In other words, we 
would have not been able to have con- 
tinued the year’s work had it not been 
for E. H.-Inman, Frank Hawkins, 
Clark Howell, John Manget, W. B.

Of 122 Points During Week 


New Orleans, May 25.—The week 
just passed witnessed greater activity 
in the cotton contract market than 
characterized the several weeks pre- 
ceding. It was a period of advancing 
prices, although there were fairly wide 
fluctuations, with some reactions and 
liquidation. ‘Phe net result showed 
Jul- at the end of the week 122 points 
higher than on the preceding Satur- 
day, while October made a net gain 
of 153 points. 

Although the week witnessed the 
final phases of the liquidation of the 


4, May option, it was understood that 


considerable cotton would be tendered 
for actual delivery before the mont& 
expires in the local market at noon 
Monday. It was expected fhat all 
offerings would be promptly ab- 
serbed and the final price would be 
near the highest of the recent upward 
movement, as was the case with the 
May position in New York when that 
month finally went ont there at noon 
Friday, after about 60.000 bales had 
been tendered on contracts in that 
market, 

The July position was advanced 
during the week by practically the 


| same influence that supported the May 
position, namely, the rapid dwindling 
of available stocks through liberal 
exports, and the prospects that shorts 
in the last of the active old-crop posi- 
tions will have an ever harder time 
liquidating than did the shorts in May. 

The week was additionally fea- 
tured by growing activity in the new 
crop positions. The continuance of 
unfavorable cool weather retarded the 
progress of the new crop, forced exten- 
sive replanting, and created conditions 
which most traders believe will force 
the government to issue a lower con- 
,dition average on’ June 2, based on 
conditions prevailing on May 25, than 
the 71 per cent average reported for 
May 25 last year. As a result of the 
unfavorable weather which has pre- 
vailed. traders have commenced to 
fear that another shart crop is threat- 
ened, although the “actual needs of 
the world demand a crop of 12,000,000 
hales or more. The four private con- 
dition reports issued during the last 
week showed condition averages -be- 
low the government’s average of a 
vear ago. One of these reports made 
the average as low as 66.4,

“The Spirit of the Gospel is en- 
shrined in the heart of the league of 


nations,” declared Dr. Warren Mosby 
Seay, pastor of the West End Bap- 
tist church, Sunday in a sermon on 
war and the possibilities of the league 
to benefit humanity. 

Dr. Seay first dealt with the hor- 
rors of war, declaring that only one 
side of war had been emphasized when 
the United States entered the world 
struggle because this was necessary 
for the morale of the forces under 
the Stars and Stripes. — 

Governments at that time were 
silent as to the baser side, he said, 
but now that the battle has been 
fought and won it is time to look at 
the other side, and to make every 
effort possible to avoid another war. 

“No one claims the covenant of the 
league of nations is a perfect thing: 
but no one can deny that it is a 
tremendous stride ia the right direc- 
tion, the way in which He of the 
thorn-crowned brow and the pierced 
hands and feet is leading us and bid- 
ding us follow on,” said Dr..Seay. 

“Article 91, in the covenant ex- 
pressly assures the validity of the 
Monroe doctrine. And we need not 
fear for that, 

“There fre five ways in which the 
league seeks to avoid war: (1) By 
referring disputes between nations to 
conciliation or arbitration by .a third 
party; (2) by providing for a delay 
in beginning hostilities, pendng a 
recommendation or decision; (3) by 
second and third attempts at arbi- 
tration when necessary; (4) by pro- 
viding for an _ economic boycott 
against any nation which refuses to 
yield to the judgment of the arbi- 
trator; (5) by resorting to common 
military action, as a last resort, 
against a recalcitrant nation. That is
